ThisseTown 
is very trong, tho’ its Wall be old, the 
Out-works being very confiderable. ‘To- 
wards the South-Eaft lies a Hill, which 
rifes gently and overlooks the Town’: 
Under this Hill is one of the nobleft Quar- 
ries of Stone in the World, © To fecure the 
Town from the Difadvantages it might re- 
ceive from this Hill, there was formerly a 
Fort built upon it; but it was long ago 
lighted, and a Horn- work cut within 
Mutket-thot of it, and the Baftion anfwer- 
ing to it made very high to cover the 
Town. The Wick, on the other Side of 
the River, is very ‘well fortified alfo, and 
rather ftronger than Macfricbt.; into which 
the People may retire, if the Town fhould 
be taken by Storm. All about the ick the 
Country is fat. ‘There are here many In- 
habitants, about 20 Monafteries, three 
Dutch Churches, one common to the Eng- 
bh and French, and a handfome Glafs- 
houfe. Macfrickt is about. four Miles in 
Circumference. The Stadthoufe is built 
after the Model of Amferdam, It ftands.so 
Miles E, of Bruffels, and 14 N. of Liege.

SIR, 

§ the Importance of the Ifland of Cape 
A Breton has of late begun again to be 
controverted, and as nothing can contri- 
bute. more te the clearing up of this Con- 
troverfy, than the Opinion our Enemies 
have of that If_fand, I hope you will give 
a Place in your Magazine to what fol- 
lows. It is the Subftance of a Memorial 
fent to the Court of France in the Year 
1708, by the Mefirs. Raudst, tranflated 
from the Hiftory of New France, lately 
publithed at Paris, which Memorial had 
fuch an Effe&t upon the French Court, that 
tho’ they could not profecute the Advice 
therein given, during the heavy War they 
were then engaged in, yet at the Treaty 
of Utrecht they readily agreed to give up 
both Newfoundland and Acadia, on Con- 
dition of having the Mland of Cape Breton 
fecured te them; and ever fine that Time C 
they took particular Care, and were at a 
~~ Expence to fortify themfelves in that

Thefe two Gentlemen, the Meffts. Raw- 
dt, Father and Son, were appointed In- 
tendants of Canada in the Year 1705, and 
they foon perceived the great Advantage 
their native Country might reap from its 
Poffeffions upon the River St, Laurence, if 
the Navigation and Conjifnerce betwixt the 
two could be rendered fafe and eafy. To 
this End, they faw that nothing could

They then obferve, that this Trade in 
Beaver had never fabfifted but a very fmall 
Number of Inhabitants; that the Con- 
fumption of this Commodity ¢otild never 
become fo great as to fupport and enrich a 
whole Colony ; and that if they were fure 
of fuch a Confumption, they could not 
avoid the Inconvenience they have fallen 
into, but by falling into the other: That 
for want of confidering thefe Things,. the 
InhaWitants cf New France had attached 
themfelves almoft folely to this Trade, as 
if they had been certain that Beavers would 
increafe as faft as the Codfith do in the 
Seas, and that the Vent of the Skins of 
Beavers would be equal to that of Fith: 
They therefore made it their principal Bu- 
finefs to traverfe the Woods and Lakes, in 
Search of thefe Skins ; and thefe long and 
frequent Courfes had accuftomed them to 
a Life of Idlere’s, which they could not 
eafily quit, tho’ they then found, that by 
the low Price Beaver had fallen to, their 
traverfing thee Woods and Lakes preduced 
little or nothing. The Engiifb, fays the 
Memorial, have held a vety different Con- 
dué&. Without amufing themfelves with 
running fo far from home, they have em- 
ployed themfelves in cultivating their Lands, 
in eftablifhing Manufactures and Glafs« 
works: They have opened Iron Mines, 
they have built Ships, and have never 
confidered the Trade in Skins and Furs, but 
as a Branch of no great Importance. 

Neceffity, “tis true, at laft opened the 
Eyes of the People of Canada: They foutid 
themfelves obliged to cultivate Hemp and 
Flax, to make Cloth, and a coarfe Sort of 
Drugget of the Wool of their former Gar- 
ments, mixed with Thread ; but their long 
Habit of Idienefs preyented its being in 
their Power to free themfelves entirely from 
their Mifery. They have all, indeed, Corn 
and Cattle fufficient for their Subfiftenee, 
but many have not wherewithal to cover 
themfelves, being forced to pafs the wholé 
Winter, which is very long and very fe- 
vere, covered only with fome Goat Skins.

From hence, 
and from the low Price to which Beaver 
has fallen, it has become neceffary to 
tranfmit to france the whole Money of 
Canada, for the Purchafe of what they 
wanted from thence; fo that at one Time 
there was not, perhaps, in coined Money, 
a thoufand Crowns in the Country. They 
fupply’d this Want with Moncey made of 
Cards, We fhall not here, fay they, re- 
peat what we have faid in our Journal of 
that Money, of its Advantages, its Incon- 
veniencies, and the Reafons there were for 
fuppreffing it. 

After giving thus an Account of the 
Affairs of Canadz, the Intendants pro- 
ceed to explan the Methods they had 
thought of for rendering it a flourifhing 
Colony, and fay, that this Colony might 
be enriched by the Commodities of its own 
Preduce ; thefe are, fay they, Salt Pro- 
vifions, Mafts, Boards, Planks, Tim- 
ber for bui'ding, Cordage, Pitch and Tar, 
Oil of Whiles, of Sea Calf and Sea Hogs, 
Codfith, Hemp and Flax; to which may 
be added, Iron and Copper. The only 
Bufinefs is to find a Vent for ali thefe 
Commodities, and to render cheaper the 
daily Wages of Labourers. 

As to this laft Article, the Difficulty 
proceeds from the Lazine‘s of. the Inha- 
bitants, and the high Price of French 
Commodities. At a Time even when 
there is but littl Work, a Labourer muft 
have 254. a Day, otherwife he cannot 
live by his Labour. On the other hand, 
all Sorts of Merchandize fell in Canada at 
double the Price they fell for in France. 
‘This feems exorbitant, but if we reckon 
the Infurance, which in Time of War 
rifes to 25 og Cent. the Expence of Com- 
miffion; the Freight, which is fometimes

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Tranfports from Rhede Ifland were ftranded 
on their Paffage, Capt. Perkins and Company 
were fhipwrecked, one of the New Hamp- 
foire Veffels put back to New England, and 
another returned here, after meeting with 
fo rauch Ice as to hinder her proceeding up 
the Bay ; befides, feveral other Veffels with 
Stores, Provifions, &c. were froze up here, 
before a fair Wind prefented for ther 
Departure ; fo that we were able to mufter 
500 only at the Grand Priéin December, after 
one of the moft fatiguing Marches that can 
he conceived, being obliged to travel 50 
Miles up to the Knees in Mud and Water, 
with our Arms and 14 Days Provifions on 
our Baeks, fording mear 20 Rivers and 
Crecks before we regovered the Town.

As this Country is full of Rivers and 
Crecks, which were all froze over, and 
rendered paffable, the Enemy, to the Num- 
ber of 700, made a forced March of three 
Weeks from Chiegneéfio, encouraged by the 
Information they had received, and un- 
happily for us, arrived in a Storm of Snow 
that had continued about 30 Hours, and 
covered the Ground about four Feet deep. 
At this Junéture, by the Guidance of fome 
of the Inhabitants, at Two o’Clock in the 
Morning, Fan. 31, they made their At- 
tack, by furrounding all the Officers r- 
ters, killed the Centinels, and ruthing into 
the Houfes, furprized us in our Beds, and 
before we, had Time to put ourfelves in a 
Poiture of Defence, killed and wounded 
above 60 Men; however, we foon began 
to make a Refiftance, repulfed them at fe- 
veral Houfes, and continued fighting till 
Day-light, wken being able to diftinguifh 
our Men from the Enemy, we made a re- 
fqlute Sally from our feveral Quarters, and 
forced our Way to the Main , almoft 
buried in Snow, altho’ we had been obli- 

to quarter our Men for near two Miles 
* the Town, 
- As the Stone.Houfe, we had affemb'ed 
eur whole Force in, amounting to 350, 
was very {mall, and impoffible to ferve us 
-Iipng asa Place of Defence, we made an

About 12 o’Clock they fent in a Flag of 
Truce, requefting a Surgeon to drefs Car 
Howe's Wounds, which were very den 
gerous, and propofed a Ceffation of Ams 
till his Return, to whioh we agreed ; and 
afterwards to a Ceffation till 9 next Morn. 
ing. In the mean Time, finding our Pow. 
der and Ball reduced to $ Charges a Mar, 
our Bread fufficient for a Day only, defi. 
tute of Fuel, and nigh so of our Number 
fick or wounded, we capitulated on th: 
following Terms, viz. 

To march out with Drums beating, Co. 
lours flying, with all our Arms, Accoutre. 
ments, Cloathing, and a Pound of Pow. 
C der and Bal! proportionable, of their pro- 
curing, with fix Days Provifions, to Ar 
napolis-Reyal, engaging not to bear Arms 
at Minas nor ChiegneSo for fix Months; 
and Yetterday we arrived here, after a very 
difficult March, in the fevereft Weather I 
ever felt. Col. Note, who commanded, 
was fhot early in the Engagement, fightor 
in his Shirt; his Brother and three more 
Officers were killed, two of them confined 
in their Beds for 3 Weeks by a Fever, 
about 60 Men killed, and 50 taken Pni- 
foners, including < Officers; we leit te- 
hind so Sick and Wounded, to be fent after 
us when they are able to march. . 

This Attempt of the Enemy, pianly 
thews us how little Dependence is to

Storm which happened at Madra/s on the 
2d of Odfober laft, and carried away the 
Mafts of 3 of their Ships, and foundered 
3 others, in which 1200 Men were com. 
puted to have perifhed. 

Three French Ships failed from Mad:a(s 
in good Condition fome Time before ths 
Storm, but where was unknown ; and M, 
de da Bourdonnais went to Pondicherry, 08. 
t2th, with four difabled Ships, which hs 
left there, and proceeded thence, 02, 18, 
with 3 others, but to what Part are not in- 
formed, altho’ itis moft reafonable to think, 
from the thattered Condition the Ships wer- 
in, that he proceeded to Mauritius.

p. 266, a Letter by Way of Aniwer to 
what I fent you, in Favour of the Bill for 
abolifbing the Hereditary FurifdiGtions and 
Oppreffive Tenures in Scotland ; and there- 
fore, I hope, you will favour me with 
Room for a Reply, which thall be very 
fhort, becaufe, I think, I need only ex- 
plain and enforce what I have before faid 
upon that Subject. 

As to the Cavfe of the late Rebellions in

From the Nature of Things, therefore, B 
it is apparent, that thefe Hereditary Jurif- 
di@ions and Oppreffive Tenures always 
have been, and muft for ever be an Incen- 
tive to Rebellion. This Incentive may, no 
doubt, receive Strength from the Nature, 
the Education, and the Circumftantes of 
the People ; but this is the principal Roet, 
and if we demolifh this, Methods may be C 
found to warp the Scions which Way we 
pleafe. My Antagofiift himfelf granfs, that 
the Eftablifhing of Trade, Manufactures, 
ahd Fitheries in Scorland woulll ptoduce a 
Change in the Nature, Education, and Cir- 
cumftances of the People, but fays, he

of Inverary Be called a Royal Berough, it 
cannot properly be faid to be a free Borough; 
becaufe it lies within the Jurifdiction and 
is fo much under the Power of a Subjeéts 
which may perhafs be the Reafon why 
that Borough as well as the Boroughs of 
Campbeltown and Roti fay, have improved fo 
little fince the Union in Trade, Mantfae- 
tures, or Fifheries; and let Gentlemefi 
reafon in what Way they will, it is certaifi 
from Experience, that no Strangers chufe t6 
refort to, nor do rich Men chu to refide 
in Places where they are fubject to the Jus 
rifdiction and Power of any great Lord if 
the Neighbourhood. Even Oppreffion of 
Injuftice itfelf is fuffered with lefs Regret 
when it comes from the King, or the 
King’s Judges or Officers, than when if 
conies from Judges or Officers appointed by 
a Fellow Subje&. Now, as no Sort of 
Trade or Manufa€ture can be introdticed 
into a Country, urilefs Strangers are encou- 
raged to tefort to it, and rich Men to refide 
in it, and as thefe Hered.tary Jurifdiétions 
and Oppreffive Tenures are found by Exp¢> 
rience to be a Difcouragement to botitj 
therefore the Abolifhing of them muft tend 
to introduce Trade, Mahufactutes, and 
Fifheries into the North and Highlands of 
Scotland, ahd to improve thofe thaf are al- 
ready eftablifhed in the South afd Weft. 

I fhall not fay, that this alone will hate 
the defired Effeét: Pexhaps it may be necef- 
fary to be at fome Expence in making Higli- 
ways, and erecting fome Pofts or Hafbours 
upon the North-Weft Coaft, and in the 
weftern Iflands of S¢tutland. Some other 
Meafures tay likéewife be thought on fot 
encouraging Merchants and Tradefmen to 
go and fetile there, and for tempting rich 
Men t6 purchale Eftates in that Country ; 


but nothing will do, horhing ¢an be thought - 


on, till the People there ‘Wé. made by Law 
as ffee and independent ‘as the People in 
any other Part of the IMand. When this is 
done, that Dependence which proceeds 
from Cianthip wili vanish hy Degfees, fo ds 
to be utterly extinguifh<d in a Courfe of 
Years; therefore, I think, it maf be 
grafted, that the Abolithing of thefe Hére- 
ditary Jurifdictions and Oppteffive Tenures 
is abfolutely neceffary both for preventing 
Rebellions, and fot promoting Trade, Ma- 
nufa@tutes and Fifheries in the North and 
Highlands of Scotland ; and confequently no 
unprejudieed Perfon can doubt of this Mea- 
fure’s being for the Publick Good ; nor can 
any faclt Perfon be atraid of the Confe- 
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quences with which this Precedent may be 
attended. 

The terrible Confequences fuggefted by 
my Antagonitt with Regard to Private 
Property, and to the Rights and Privileges 
of our Cities and Corporations, particularly 
thofe of the City of London, are fo imagi- 
mary, that they cannot furely have Weight 
with any Man whole Brain is not a little 
crazy. The bad Effect of admitting no 
Private Property in Lands is fo vifible in 
Turkey, that it will ferve as a Caution againft 
that Maxim's being adopted by any other 
Country or Government. In all Countries 
it ought to be a Maxim, not to allow any 

articular Subje& to ingrofs too great a 
fare in Lands, becaufe it is of dange- 
rous Confequence to the internal Quiet of 
the Country; and in free States it has al- 
ways been thought of dangerous Confe- 
quence to the Liberties of the People. The 
Turks were fenfible of this at the firft Efta- 
blifhment of their Governmemt; and to 
avoid this Extreme, as Mankind often do, 
they ran into the other, by laying it down 
as a Maxim, that no Subje& fhould have 
any fixt Property in Lands; the Conie- 
quence of wiih is, that thofe Countries 
they have conquered, which were once 
the beft cultivated, the moft fruitful, and 
the moft populous on Earth, are now be- 
come in moft Parts a Defart, which might 
have been forefeen if they had confidered 
the natural Confequence of their Maxim ; 
for no Man will be at any great Pains or 
Charge to cultivate and improve a Piece 
of Land, if he is not fure of poffeffing it 
during his Life, and of trenfmitting it to 
his Pofterity. Therefore, in all Countries, 
and under all Forms of Government, Pri- 
vate Prop-rty in Lands ought to be efta- 
blifhed, and as much fecured as poifible ; 
and the Danger refulting from any parti- 
cular Subjcét’s ingrofling too much, may be 
guarded againft by a proper 4grarian Law, 
which always ought to bear a Proportion 
to the Extent of the Country where it is 
introduced, fo as not to leave fo much in 
the Poifeffion of any one as may enable 
him, or any three or four fuch, to fet the 
Government and Laws of their Country at 
Defiance. 

Therefore, from this Precedent, and 
much lefs from the Example of Turhey, 
we have nothing to fear with regard to

creafe it may receive by this Means, can 
be no Argument againft the Abolishing of 
thefe Hereditary Juritditions ; but may be 
made ule of as an Argument for not vet- 
ing them in the Crown; and when a Pro- 
pofition is made for vefting them any where 
elfe, it may deferve to be confidered ; but, 
furely, it is more fafe, and more contiftent 
with our Conftitution, to veft every Sort 
of Jurifdiétion in the Crown, than to veit 
it hereditarily in the Family of any Sub- 
jJe@; for by our Conftitution, all Power 
flows originally from the Crov:n, but when 
any particular Family has, for a long Time, 
been poffeffed of any very extentive Power, 
they are apt to forget what Original it 
was derived from, and even to oppofe the 
Crown, by Force of Arms, if it attempts 
to put the Laws in Execution againft their 
abufing that Power which was originally 
given to them by the Crown, for protet- 
ing, and not for oppreffing the Subjet. 
E _ 1am therefore of Opinion, tha in a free 
Country, no Power of any Kind, either 
jurifdi@iive or military, fhould be irrevo- 
cably vefted in any Subject for a great 
Number of Years, much lefs hereditanly 
in the Family of any Subjeét ; aor is this 
any Way inconfiftent with the Maxim efta- 
blithed by the A& of Settlement, that the 
Judges Commiffions fhall be Quam 
bene gefferint, becaule it is provided, that 
they may be removed upon an Addrels 0 
both Houfes ; fo that they may be removes 
by the joint Confent of the King and two 
Houfes, tho’ no particular Mal-practice 0 
Mifbehaviour be charged or proved gaint 
them. If this Provifo had not been a<¢- 
ed, they would indeed have Sort 
Commiffions 
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careful not to vet fach a Property im any 
Family for ever: It ought to take the firtt 
Opportunity to repurchate and abolifh every 
fych Property, that has been eftablifthed by 
the Imprudence of former Times, ‘.. 

If this be the Cafe with regard to Jurifdic- 
tive Powers, it muft be much more fo with 
regard to Military Powers, becaute the latter A 
are of much mare dangerous Confequence 
both to the Freedom of our Conftitution, and 
the internal Quiet of the Country. I fhall 
grant, that Care ought to be taken to pre~ 
ferve, at all Times, a military Spirit and 
Dicipline among the People ; but from the 
Examole of Swiszerland we may be con- 
virced, that this may be done by proper 
Regulations, without vefting a military B 
Power hereditarily in the Family of any 
Sujet. The Infignificancy of our prefent 
Militia can be no Argument againft its be- 
ing n our Power to do fo; becaufe it is 
well known, that thofe who had the Fram- 
ing of our Militia in its firft Eftablifhment, 
and thofe who have had the Management 
of it ever fince, defigned that it fhould be C 
ulelels, on purpofe to make Way for our 
agreeing to have always a ftanding Army 
kept up in the Heart of the Kingdom, un- 
der the (pecious Name of Guards and Ga.- 
rifons; tho’ it muft be allowed, and is 
confirmed by the Hiftory of all Nations, 
that the keeping up of a ftanding Army in 
any Country, is the moft effeétual Method 
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Lonzken, and encamped that Night between 
that Place and Ghenck; at the fame Time 
the different Detachments of the Army uns 
der Count Daun, and the Prince of Wol- 
fenbuttle, with the Corps of General Ba- 
roniani, pafied Biljen, and encamped at the 
Grande Commanderie; the Corps of the Comte 
de Clermont, Prince, not having retired be- 
hind Tongres, but occupying ftill the high 
Ground from Tongres to Tongrebergh, note 
withftanding the Approach of our Army, 
made it evident, that they defigned to fuf 
tain that Corps with their whole Force, 
and, if poffible, to gain the Camp of Bilfer.

Catholick Provinces, commonly call'd 
by the general Name of Flanders (the prin- 
cipal of them) including the two Fiefs of 
the Empire, the Archbifhoprick of Cambray, 
and the Bifhoprick of Liege, are bounded 
on the North with the Ocean, and the Uni- 
ted Provinces; on the Weft, or North- 
Weft, with the Ocean; on the South and 
South- Weft, with France ; and on the Eaft, 
with Germany. Their Extent South and 
North is about 150 Miles from Thionville 
in Luxemburg to Boifleduc to Brabant ; and 
about 180 Weft and Eaft, from Gravweline 
in Flanders to Aix /a Chapelle on the Confines 
of the Dutchy of Fulters. 

Flanders is generally one of the beft and 
moft plentiful Countries in the World, ex- 
tremely populous, and full of excellent 
Towns and Villages. Its Air is good ; its 
Soil moft fertile ; the People good-natur’d, 
hardy, and laborious. This Country was 
once fo very rich, that the King of Spain's 
Revenues from thence, when he had all, 
was greater than any Prince’s in Chrif- 
tendom, the French King excepted ; but of 


G late Years the Charge of keeping thefe Pro 


vinces has been much greater than the Re- 
venues. The Strength of thefe Parts is 
very great: But many of thebeft and ftrong- 
eft Places are now in the Poffeffion of the 
French, and for a leng Time the Houfe of 
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they retain, without the Help either of the 
Englifh, Dutch, or Brandenburgbers, Thefe 
fatter poffefs Part of the Dutchy of Gue/der- 
land, and the adjoining Dutchy of Ch-ves. 
The Traffick in Flanders has been alwzys 
very great ; but now nothing near fo much 


as formerly, by reafon of the late prodigious A 


Increafe of the United Provinces, and more 
particularly on Account of prohibiting the 
Navigation of the Scheld, whereby Antwerp, 
once the Emporium of Exrope, is in a gréat 
Meafure ruined. It chiefly confifts of fe- 
veral Sorts of Manufactures, as rich Tapef- 
tries, fme Camblets, Serges, coloured Says, 
Mock Velvets, great Quantities of fine Li- 
nen, Damafks, Cambricks,Taffaties, Points, 
Laces, and ftriped Stuffs for Beds, which 
are tranfported into many Countries; all 
Sorts of Ribbons, Baftard Sattins, and 
many other Things of the like Nature, 
made at the Cities of Mons, Ghent, Bruffels, 
Ypres, Lifle, Bruges,Mecblin Valenciennes, &c. 

The Inhabitants confit of Fieming:s, 
Walloons, Spaniards, with fome Intermix- 
ture of French, Dutch, Englifh, and of late 
Years Germans. The Religion among them 
is various, according to their feveral Nations, 
In thofe Places which are in the Poffeffion 
of the Axfrians and French, that of the 
Reman Church alone is publickly allowed, 
and the Proteftants tolerated out of Policy 


by the Aufrians only. On the contrary, 
in thofe Places that belong to the Hol/anders, 
the Proteftant is only publickly exercifed, 


and the Popith fuffered in private. The 
Archbifhopricks and Bifhopricks are all 
Roman Cathelick. 

The Languages moft generally ufed are 
Walloon and Flemi fh. The Walloon is a cor-

TheGovernment formerly belonged wholly 
to the Spaniards: But the Auffrians, their 
Succeffors, had only about two Thirds of 
Flanders and Brabant, about Half Hainaul: 
and Limburgh, the greateft Part of Luxen- 
bourg, and all Namur. Of thefe, Flander, 
Hainault, and Brabant, have been lately 
conquered from them. The French, before 
the prefent War broke out, had Aro, 
Cambray, a little of Luxembourg, about Half 
of Hainault, a Third of Flanders, and 3 
Quarter of the Bifhoprick of Liege. 
The Hollanders have about Half of Lin- 


mur; Luxembourg, French Flanders, Part of E durgh, near a Third of Brabant, a fixth 


Brabant, ahd of the Bifhoprick of Liege. 
The Flemifh, or Low Dutch, is a Dialect 
of the German, fpoken in the Margutfate, 
Mechlin, Part of Brabant, Flanders, and the 
reft of the Bifhoprick of Liege. The French 
is much in ufe among the better Sort. The 
German was introduced there by the Elector 
of Bavaria, Governor of the Spanifh Ne- 
therlands, at the End of the laft Century, 
and has been fince eftablifhed at the Court 
of Braffels by the Aufrian Government : 
But the French now takes Plate of it under 
French Power.

Account 
of the Battle tought the ad Inft. N.S, 
near or P- 253, 323, and of fome 
Things that happen’d afterwards, p. 376, 
327, we shall now give the other moft ma- 
terial Accounts fince arrived from either of 
the two Armies. The Day after the Battle, 
ithe Allied Army paffed over the Macfe, and 
on the other Side, fo as to cover 
Maciricht ; and the French continued on the 
Field of Battle, the French King having bis 
rters at the Grande Commanderiz, and 
arfhal Saxe had his at Moesfil. The 
French having taken Polt with a Body of 7 
or 8000 Men at Coflert, near the Mountain 
of St, Peter, which covers one Side of 
Macfiricht, a confiderable Detachment from 
the Allicd Army paffed over on the 14th, 
and took Pot at Lichremberg, upon that 
Movntain. Both have entrenched them- 
felves in their refpective Pofts ; and feveral 
Skirmithes have happened between thefe 
two Detachments, as allo between the Ir- 
regulars, at feveral other Places, but none 
very remarkable. 

On-the sth Inft. N.S. Count Lowendbal 
was fent with a large Detachment from the 
French Army towards Antwerp, and on the 
oth he marched from Miroc to inveft Ber- 
gen-op-Zoom, having firft detached a Party 
to reduce Lillo and Sandvliet, the Garifon 
of which laft Place retired upon. the Ap- 

roach-of the Enemy, but the tormer ftill 
ids out, In the Night between-the 14th 
and rsth, the Count opened his Trenches 
before Bergen-ep-Zoom, on the Side next 
Antwerp, but could not compleatly inveft 
the Place, becaufe of its having a Commu- 
nication .witly the Lines between it and 
nberg, which are poffeffed by a large 
y df Dutch Troops, under. the Com- 
Wiand of the Prince of Saxe Hildbourghaufen. 
"As this is one of the beft fortified Places in 
ays and of the utmoft Importance to 
2 atch, (fee p. 299, 300,) we thall give 
the Accounts of the moft important Oc- 
jeurrenices during this Siege, as they arrive, 
the firft..of which isfrom the Place itfelf, 
dated 7:6; 0. S. 

We have been éver fince the 3d at Night 
attacked in Form, when the Enemy opened 
the Trenches on the Side of the Gate of 
Wow, where they have ereéted feveral 
Batteries, which have been more than once 
difmounted by our Cannoa, which has hi- 
therto prevented the Enemy from fring 

the Place. We have in one of our 
utworks yaifed a Battery of Mortars, which 
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nette, call’d Kikin de Pot, in whith 

only ruined and filled up a good Pat of ns 
Enemy*s Works, but alfo killed a great 
many People, and took 2<0 Prif. ners, who 
were fent to Boifleduc. The Prince of Hoff 
Philipfhall, our Governor, advanced him- 
felf as far as the Pallifadoes to animate the 
Troops. Inthe Sally which we made lat 
Night, there were feveral killed and wound. 
ed on both Sides, lefs however on ours than 
on the Enemy’s. It would, probably, haye 
been more fuccefsful, if a Fufil, which was 
difcharged by one of our Men too foon, 
had not betrayed our Defign, and alarmed 
the French, Some Officers of the Regi- 
ment of Waldeck very much diftinguithed 
themfelves on this Occafion, M. G. Van 
Haren, Deputy of the States General, who 
by Order of their High Mightineffes and 
the Stadtholder is here, is indefatigable in 
preparing for the Detence of the Place, and 
his Prefence contributes greatly to infpire 
the Troops with Courage, and the Inha- 
bitants with a Defire of preferving the Ho- 
nour of their Town, which was never yet 
taken by Force. 

The next is from the fame Place, dated 
Fuly 13. The more the French Troops en- 
deavour to become Mafters of this Place, 
the more refolute we are in the Defence of 
it; and our Engineers daily give Proofs of 
their Abilities. . We have lately received 3 
Companies from Zealand, and want neither 
Provifions nor Ammunition, Count Low- 
endbal has demanded a Sufpenfion of Arms 
to bury their Dead, but was anfwer'd, that 
if he had attack’d the Place according to 
the Rules of War; his Requeft thould have 
been granted; -bat as he had begun the 
Siege rather as an Incendiary, by fetting 
Fire to the Town, it was refolv'd, neither 
to afk nor grant any Sufpenfion of Arms, 
The Enemy's Fire is greatly dimioifhed 
this Day. . They haye already loft a great 
Number of Men, and, according to the 
Report of Deferters, almoft defpair of fuc- 
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nday Night 

















were not capable of remedying. The French 
Deferters, who come over in great Num- 
bers, and were Yefterday no lefs than 200, 

in aifuring us, that the Stench of the 
dead Bodies before the Town and Lines is 
intolerable to the befieging Army, fiom 
which, the Demand has twice been re- 
peated for Permiffion- to bury them, and 
refufed. 

Soon after this Siege was begun by the 
French; Prince’ Waldeck” marched” with a 
ftrong Detachment from the Allied Army 
to reinforce the Dutch Lines between Ber- 
yen-op-Zoom and Steenberg, and by our laft 
‘Accounts, was advanced as far as Breda : 
At the fame Time, the French fent ftrong 
Reinforcements to Count Lowendbu /; fo that 
whilt the two Grand Armies obferve one 
another near Uzeffricbt, the Scene of Ac- 
tion will probably be about Bergen-op-Zeom. 
Whilft the Detachment from the Allied 
Army was on its March to Breda, Prince 
Waldeck gave up the Command, and re- 
tired, as fume fay, to Cleves, but as others 
fay, to the Hague, to afk his Difmiffion in 
Form. 

Notwithftanding the many Accounts we 
had of the Auffrians Succefs before Genoa, 
yet upon the Approach of the French Army 
they at laft found it neceffary to raife the 
Siege, which they did in the Night between 
the sth and 6th Inftant, N. S. and retired 
without any confiderable Lofs ; from whence 
the Friends of the Houfe of Aufria began 


to dread the Confequences of the enfuing” 


Campaign in Italy ; but their Fears have 
fubfided upon Advice ef the Victory gained 
by the Aufrian and Sardinian ‘Troops near 
Pxille, of which we have already given 
the Account fent to the Sardinian Minifter 
here, p. 301, and fhall now add the fol- 
lowing Account fent to the Sardinian Mi- 
nifter at the Hague, vix. The Enemies, 
whofe Views had before feemed to be 
on Demont and Coni, having of a fudden 
changed their Defign, the Chevalier de Belle- 
ifle caufed- the Troops which had already 
paffed the Col of Var, in their Way to 
Larcelonetta, to turn back ; and having re- 
conducted them towards Briancon, and fud- 
denly paffed Mount Genevre, he defcended

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fades, and defended by 4 Aufrian Ratta- 
lions, under Major Gen, Count Colloreds, 
and 7 Piedmontefe Battalions, to be attack'd 
by three different Columns, The Attack 
was brifk and long ; the firft Redoubt, which 
was the loweft and moft important, was 
defended by the greateft Part of the du- 
frrian and Picdmontcfe Grenadiers; there 
was the principal Attack of the Enemies, 
and there the Chevalier de Belleifle was 
killed; when obferving, from the Station 
near the Batteries, where he examin’d 
every Thing, that this principal Attack 
went at, he took a Pair of Colours in his 
Hand, and planted them on the Glacis of 
the Redoubt, where he received a Wound 
in the Arm by a Bayonet, and in his re- 
tiring was hit by two Mutket-fhots, one of 
which’ went thro’ his Head. The two 
other Attacks were made higher, upon the 
Intrenchments, which were on the two 
Sides of the Summit of the Mountaia, 
which gradually afcended from thé Re- 
doubt. The Affair was not over till Even. 
ing, when the Allies having at once made 
their greateft Efforts, and a Part of Fer- 
gat/ch’s Hungarian Battalion fallying out of 
the Intrenchments Sword in Hand, the 
Confufion became. general on all Sides, and 
the Enemies thought of nothing but re- 
tiring with Precipitation. Befides the Che- 
valier de Belleifle, M. d° Amand, Marthal 
de Camp, was killed ; and M. de Bourget, 
Brigadier, is taken Prifoner, wounded paft 
Recovery. It is incredible how much the 
French have lott, The 2oth, at 4 in the 
Afternoon, a Letter came to the Count de 
Brigaerafce from a French Commiffary, who 
was at Sceau with 600Wounded, demand- 
ing Compaffion on them, and that Care 
might be taken of them.
